Forestry Lecture 


Eight Coc companies were in 
attendance at a lecture given by 
H. N. Wheeier from the Weshing- 
ton office of the U. 3. Forest Ser- 
vice at the Greyling high school 
auditorium Thursday of last weak. 
Camps represented were Higgins 
Luke, Pioneer, AuSable, Hartwick 
Pines, Houghton Lake, Fife Lake, 
Molasses River, and Ogemaw, 
each sending approximately 160 
mén which packed every available 
bit of space. 

Mr. Wheeler emphasized that 
51% of forest fires were caused 
by careless smokers, and that an- 
other 11% are maticiously set. 
Michigan hag 21,000,000 acres, he 
claimed, of land unprofitable for 
any other purposes than forestry. 
He told of what work was being 
done over this country by COC 
men, the necessity of controlling 
fire and eradication of pesta and 
digeases that destroy trees. 

Other features of the talk em- 
phasized the benefits «of game 
refuge, the work of the United 
States forestry service, and the 
value of conservation for tourtet 
business. Well chosen colored 
slides illustrated the lecture. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Capt. T. J. Betts, district com- 
mandér. Capt. Betta is commend. 
er of the 4th Forestry district. 
State foremen of the Michigan 
Emergency Conservation work, 
Army officers, Educational Ad- 
visers, and Conservation _ officers 
were aleo in attendance.

However fast driving_in the down- 
town district seems to go on just 
the same. We have felt that 
there was no need of being small 
and penurious and causing the 
arrest of everyone violating the 
speed laws, for that would mean 
about everyone driving a car, but 
that a reasonable enforcement 
should be had, While sometimes 
outsiders zip thru town at danger- 
ously fast speeds, still our own 
people are just as great offenders. 
Just hecause moet drivers are on 
the lookout for the other fellow, 
as well as being careful drivers 
themselves, accidents have been 
few. But one can't always judge 
what the other fellow is going to 
dv. The crash that occurred last 
Thursday night on Michigan ave- 
nue and ULS. 27 would never have 
happened if the car coming from 
the south had been complying 
with the speed laws instead of 
traveling at 50 miles an hour or 
faster, as is reported, Parties in 
the Hanson gas stalion claim that 
their attention was called to the 
car as it passed that place be- 
cause of its excessive speed and 
in another instant there was the 
crash. No lives were iost but 
several were hurt and one young 
girl will carry a scar on her face 
for the rest of her life, and two 
cars were demolished. The offend- 
ing driver, it is said, claimed that 
he did not realize that he was in 
a city. At 9:00 p. m, this street 
is ablaze with lights from the 
river for four blocks north. Aisa 
at the corner as one comes intu 
town there is a traffic sign that 
says “20 miles.” There was 
either something wrong with the 
driver's eyesight or else he show- 
ed an utter disregard for the law. 
We're very glad, however, that 
there were enough sensible people 
in the crowd to prevent the young 
man from being mobbed, which 
locked somewhat threaiening for 
a time. He did everything after- 
wards that could be done and re- 
mained at the hospital until the 
injured ones were cared for. Te 
no doubt will be made to answer 
in court for his fracture of the 
state trafic laws and probably 
will be penalized—either by pay- 
ing a fine or by having to serve 
time in jail or prison. That's the 
law and he alone is to blame for 
his accident. It is quite a miracle 
that no lives were lost.

secured by the plant and the sys- 
tem only, will be issued. In thus 
issue of the Avalanche and for 
the past two issues the proposal 


is printed in its full legal terms 


and should be carefully read by 
everyong interested. 

Unlike school bonds and issues 
aimilar, a waterworks plant = re- 
ceives am income. School house 
do not have an incomes, but im- 
stead every dollar raised by such 
bonds have to be paid back by the 
taxpayers. A waterworks system, 
such as is proposed here, receives 
an income from water users. It 
is estimated that this ehould be 
self-liquidating and it should easi- 
ly ba paid for out of the moneys 
received from water users. 

At the present time we have a 
system that is inadequate and ex- 
pensive im operation and the water 
supplied is unfit for drinking and 
household uses. Besides there ia 
a large area in our village that 
has no water at all, for domestic 
uses aod also for fire protection. 

With the new proposed system 
in operation good, pure water 
(which is avatlable in unlimited 
abundance) will be supplied fror 

‘ outlets. And also the system 
will provide many homes with the 
water that are entitled to it 
and gre not getting it. Eopecially 
is this true on the South Side 
where there are many splendid 
homes and good citizens that are 
entitled to waterworks service, 

The bond holders wilt be the 
federal government. The mem- 
bers of our council and the en- 
gineera who drew up the plans 
say that in case it should happen 
that we were to default on our 
payments and that it would be 
necessary for the bond holders 
to take over and operate the sys- 
tem that in no way would it affect 
the taxpayers. This is the reason 
for the franchise which will be- 
come operative only in case of 
default in payment of bonds. In 
such case the government would 
take over the plant and operate 
it until such time as it has earned 
enongh to repay the bondholders, 
after which the system would 
again be turned back to the vil- 
lage. Thus ft appears that our 
property owners have nothing at 
stake that will in any way effect 
them. 

When this proposal is approved 
and the new system installed it 
will mean good, pure water for 
ull parts of the village and also 
better fire protection that also is 
badly needed, And this tatter 
should place us in a lower insut- 
ance class and would mean a sav- 
ing in imsurance costs. 

Work on the new system should 
begin within a few weeks, and 
would mean plenty of jabor for 
our people for the coming fall. 
About $13,500 of the cost of the 
system will be assumed by the 
federal government as an outright 
grant. 

We have studied the question 
and heard the opinions of many 
well informed persons on the plan 
and all seem to feel that this is 
a mast vital opportunity for the 
future progress of Grayling, and 
should he approved. 

There will be ballots for the 
franchise and also for the bond 
issue. It is equally important 
that we vote “yes” on each ques- 
tion. Both must pass ot the mat- 
ter will fail entirely. Grayling te 
either going forward or it is go- 
ing to go backward, It cannot 
stand still. So keep it going for- 
Ward. 


FRED MING ‘SITTING PRETTY’ 


Al Weber of the Cheboygan 
Observer says that Fred Ming is 
“sitting pretty” insofar as his 
nomination for lientenant gover- 
ner is concerned. Thomas Read of 
Shelby and Ernest T. Conton of 
Grand Rapids also are candidates 
for nominations for that office on 
the Republican ticket.
